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ABSTRACT: 

PURPOSE: To firmly fix a photosensitive drum and a gear by interposing a 
small piece of a shape memory alloy which has stored a shape for interfering 
with the photosensitive drum, between the photosensitive drum and the gear, and 
recovering the shape of the small piece after the assembly. 

CONSTITUTION: A small piece 7 of a shape memory alloy is used, allowed to 
store a bow-like shape which is bent in advance in accordance with the 
longitudinal direction, and thereafter, cooled to a room temperature, and 
brought to plastic deformation to a small piece 7' of a plate-like shape whose 
side projected in the reverse direction has a curvature. Thereafter, the small 
piece 7' is fitted into a recessed part 9 of a gear 4 made of polycarbonate, in 
which the recessed part 9 is formed in a boss part 8, and the boss part 8 of 
the gear 4 is pressed into the photosensitive drum 1 , respectively. 
Thereafter, the shape of the small piece T is recovered to the small piece 7 
by heating, and the photosensitive drum 1 and the gear 4 are fixed by a fact 
that the small piece 7 presses the inner wall of the photosensitive drum 1 . In 
such a way, the closely adhering state can be held satisfactorily without 
generating looseness and deflection. 
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
